Senator Brown Makes a Speech Advising no Rash 
Action—Senator McPherson, of New Jeracy, 
Tel's the Members that a Conservative 
Line of Policy Must be Shaped.

Wasnisoton, January 238.—The _ cau- 
cus of democratic senators this evening elici- 
ted valuabie counsel on important questions 
from several leaders. It is well known ihat 
Jobn Sherman, when his Danville riot reso- 
utions come up, will make a speech calcul!a- 
‘ed to arouse bitter sectional discussion. Ma- 
none is booked to follow and give what he 


calls an exposition of the bourbon 
methods in Virginia. It was. re- 
porte’ that Lamar and Vest were 


prepared to reply. In anticipation of an ani- 
mated debate the galleries were crowded to- 
day. After adjournment—on account of 
Mackey’s death—the democratic senators met. 
A jong debate was had in the caucus as to the 
best policy on the Sherman resolution. Con- 
servative advice was generally given, and 
inal.y a resolution was passed by a majority 
of those present advising that no reply be made 
to Sherman’s bloody shirt harangue until after 
evidence is taken in the case, This is 
the disposition of most of the southern sena- 
tors. They think Sherman gs trying to pro- 
voke them. Others favor a reply to any 
speech on the republican side which may 
siander or misrepresent the southern people. 
A fiery debate may be sprung in the senate 
atany time. Senator Coke made a speech 
insisiing on the tariff reform as the great 
issue of the day and (the _ prime 
duty of the democratic party. He strongiy 
urved tarill for revenue only as a platform, 
expressing the hope that congress would go 
right into the reform business. Senator 
Brown being called on made a practical talk, 
deciaring that in his opinion the first duty ef 
the democrats is to adopt sucha course as 
will win the presidency. He believes that 
proper party management on the tariff and 
other issues would carry the country; where- 
asa very little rash action would bring de- 


feat, Several members asked Mr. 
McPherson of New Jersey to speak 
He said he had not intended 


tosay one word, but would speak plainly 
since his friends wished it. He agreed with 
Senator Brown that legislation should be 
shaped on a policy mest likely to win confi- 
dence in the doubtful states and secure the 
election of a democratic president. ‘‘Now,’’ 
said he, “I am going to say a few words to 
my southern triends which I think |! 
nave a right to say. Some of you tell 
us that the first thing your people want is 
tariff reform on a basis for revenue only. |! 
ania democratic senator from a democratic 
state, but I tell you my people will not have 
that. If you‘Insist on that policy you slaugh- 
ter our party in New Jersey and several other 
states. You leave us without the hope oi 
carrying New Jersey, Connecticut, New York, 
Ohio or Indiana. 1 know the temper of those 
states and I speak to you because I believe it 
my duty. Lines of action have been laid out 
as probably to be followed by 
our periy in this congress, which if followed 
will doom usin thecoming election beyond | 
a doubt.’’ Mr. McPherson spoke with great 
emphasis, but in a business like way, with- 
out making any appeal to the southern sena 
tore, he Jaid out clearly the position they 
would leave the democrats of doubtful states 
in if they insist on extreme tariff action this 
session.

by twenty-two years of unto!d suffering un- 
der a false conviction for a crime against bis 
country, intoan old man on the verge of !ong 
delayed vindication. Little of life is left to 
be lifted out of the shadow of disgrace. Sev- 
eral of the speeches against him bave been 
extremely bitter. The strongest and most 
caustic of them ¢ame from Keifer. Heis no 
small man, I mean intellectually. The 
worst abuse heaped on him 
as the just reward of his vulgarity and his 
sinister political methods cannot deny to him 
aconsiderable force of a thought nor a cer- 
tain bulidog grip of every subject he takes 
up. Saturday’s talk brought out a man new 
in national politics, of whom great things are

In- 
gots produced in the United States last year 
was 1,654,627 net tons against 1,690,450 tons 
1882, showing a decrease 
of only 41,823 tuns, This is 
a much smaller decrease than has been 
generally supposed. It was, however, the 
tirst decrease that has occurred in the history 
of the Bessemer steel industry in this coun- 
try.

LONDON, January 28.—The wind blew a 
hurricane all last night. Much damege was 
done in London and many persons were in- 
jured. The glass roof of the Westminster 
aquarium was demolished, causing a panic 
among the audienca, in which several] persons 
were hurt. <A printing office in Haymarket 
was unroofed and a boy was killed by the 
falling debris. Many vessels were wrecked off 
the coast and a large number of lives were 


lost. Telegraph wires to the 
continent and the Atlantic cables 
were interrupted for several hours. 


Reports from all parts of the kingdom agree 
that the gale of Saturday was one of almost 
unparalleled severity. At Hastings, the 
theater and pier had to be closed, electric 
lights along the parade were quenched and 
seas dashed ever the streets making walking 


dangerous. At Monmouth, the Wye and 
Monnow rivers overflowed their banks, and 
highways were flooded. Southampton and 
East Bourne suffered severely:

THE OLSEQUIES OF HERR LASKER. 

Berio, January 28.—The body of Herr H. 
Lasker, which arrived here this morning, 
was conveyed to the new synagogue this af- 
terncon. Numerous ladies and gentlemen, 
friends of the deceased, followed the remains 
in carriages, wreaths were deposited on the 
coflin by friends and by deputations of the 
nationall,iberal and pregressist parties. Baron 
Stauffenberg being unable to attend the fun- 
eral services, owing to urgent duties in the 


diet, Herr Fredeirick Kapp, will deliver 
the speech at the synagogue in 
the place of Baron Stautilen- 
berg. In the procession which 


followed the remains from the station to the 
synagogue were a large number of members 
of the upper and lower houses of the Prus- 
sian diet, two brothers and three sisters of 
the deceased, and numerous carriages con- 
taining private citizens. The last carriage 
contained wreaths which were. deposited on 
the coflin in New York. A large crowd of 
spectators with uncovered heads lined the 
route of procession. Atthe synagogue the 
cottin, was placed in the handsomely draped

chamber. Members of the Jewish commu- 
nity will hold a funeral watch until the 
burial. 


Berwin, January 23.—The funeral services 
over the remains of Herr Lasker at the new 
synagogue to-day were participated in by 
5,000 persons. The interior of tne edifice was 
draped in mourning. Among those present 
were Herr Deveitzow and, Herr Ackerman, 
president ana vice-president respectively of 
the reichstag, former ministers of Bermuth 
Camphausen and DelBrueck, the municipal 
counciliors and town councillors of Berlin, 
the leading representatives of the conserva- 
tive and clerical parties, including Herr 
Windtborst and representatives from the uni- 
versity of Berlin. At 11 0’clock in the morn- 
ing the relatives of the deceased took the places 
assigned to them in front of the catafalque 
while the students officiated as a guard,of 
honor. After the services, which were ac 
companied by the organ, D. Frank, chief 
rabbi, delivered an oration, drawing & picture 
of Herr Lasker’s life. He tharked the brave 
citizens of the United States who offered the 
representative of the German people hospita- 
bie and honorable reception. Thechoir then 
chanted a psalm, after which Dr. Frederick 
Kapp addressed the assemblage, closing with 
the request to be permitted to deposit in the 
name and by order of his party a wreath on 
tlfe coffin. In his speech he reviewed the life 
of the deceased. At the doors of the syna- 
gogue were stationed doorkeepers and mes- 
sengers of the reichstat and diet, who carried 
their staves of office.

The 
amendment parsed by the la-t legisimiure requires 
the registration of said dealers on the ist of 
January, i-stead = of the Ist of April,

sp cific tax at the time of registerivg. The d: alers 
jusist that they should vot be required to pay uutil 
the Ist of April of this yeur, as iey paid their tax 
for last yearon that day underthe criginal ac 
Mr. Bohler, under instructions from Comptro ler 
General Wright, holds that this tax was dve on the 


registration and paymen of this tax on ihe Ist of 
January being his authority for demanudiag the 
patmenton that day. :
